The August “First Tuesday at the Archives” is coming up! This month, the Friends of 
the Metro Archives will host Major General George H. Thomas. 
 
Late in 1864, the second largest Confederate army was routed from an entrenched 
position 2 miles south of Nashville and in 13 days it would be annihilated by General 
George H. Thomas’ patched together Union army.  
 
Major General George H. Thomas will speak on some of the innovative ideas his Army 
of the Cumberland pioneered. Many of these were instrumental in the outcome of the 
war. He will also discuss his relationship with Governor and later President Andrew 
Johnson. General Thomas once predicted that time and history would do him justice; 
well, he will be here personally to do just that. Mrs. Frances Thomas will join General 
Thomas for this special event.
